The edict has gone forth th a t th e Irondale plant will be dism antled and 
taken elsew here,” replied Mr. Banfleld. 
Mr. Banfleld was in this city ttfis morning 
and visited the C hester 
plant. He was interview ed by a reporter, but declined to give out any in­ 
form ation w hatever. J. E. McDonald was also interviewed, but stated th a t he 
was not in a position to give any inform ation in regard to the C hester 
plant, and had heard nothing officially of the proposition to move the Iron­ 
dale plant to Chester. 
It w*as learned, however, from another and thoroughly reliable source 
th a t Mr. Bansfleld had stated to a C hester man interested in the mill, that 
the deal with the sheet steel people had been closed and th at consequently 
the Irondale plant w'ould be installed a t Chester. 
Mr. Banfleld stated th a t it 
m ight not be moved right away, but th a t the move was sure to come, unless 
some very im probable changes w ere made in the plans of the tin plate 
people.

Dr. Lanfrr to Go to China to Study 
the Religion and Cullom*. 
The American Museum of Natural 
History is about to send an expedition 
Into China to study the life and cus­ 
toms of the Chinese and to collect 
ethnological specimens, which will be 
exhibited In New York city. The work 
will take at least three years and will 
be most thoroughly done. 
At the time 
when China w as the center of the 
world’s interest the museum felt the 
lack of a Chinese exhibit. 
A wealthy 
citizen of New York city heard of the 
museum's needs in this direction aud 
has supplied the fuuds necessary to 
carry on tho work. 
H is name will not 
be made public at present. 
The work 
will be along lines similar to that now 
being carried on by the museum In Si­ 
beria, Korea and other countries. 
A feature of the expedition w ill be a 
careful study of Buddhism, and to that 
end Dr. B. Laufer of New York city 
w ill spend a year in a Buddhist tem ­ 
ple near Peking. 
H e w ill live with the 
priests and w itness as many of their 
religious ceremonies as possible. 
Dr. 
Laufer w as a member of the Jesup 
north Pacific expedition sent out by the 
museum and w as In Siberia from 1808 
until 1000. 
He said recently to a New 
York Tribune reporter: 
“I have Just finished working up ma­ 
terial gathered during two years of In­ 
vestigation in Siberia aud w ill sail 
from San Francisco for China late this 
month. 
I shall speud the first few 
months In Shanghai, studying the peo­ 
ple of the coast and their customs. 
Then I shall go to Peking to take up 
the study of Buddhism. 
I hope to 
spend a year in a Buddhist temple near 
the capital. 
I expect to live the life 
of th* priests und learn from them the 
details of their strange religion. 
A fter 
that I am going into the interior to col­ 
lect ethnological specimens. 
In view 
of the present unsettled 6tate of the 
country, I cannot say just where my 
work will he done. If Manchuria quiets 
down, it Is quite probable that I shall 
go Into that region. 
I do not expect to 
return to the United States for at least 
three years.”

Ile found by ac­ 
tual experim ents on living anim als th a t 
a saline injection in the liver rapidly 
increases the secretion of bile and th at 
a m arked effect on the kidneys Is pro­ 
duced by sim ilar treatm ent. 
In treating organic trouble, be said, 
the greatest possible local action is first 
necessary, followed by the injection in- 
fa the general circulation. 
T here are 
various reasons advanced w hy the Unc­ 
tion should Increase metabolic activity. 
It is either by virtue of saline solution 
itself, of the boated liquid application 
or tile effort of the organ to throw off 
the foreign m atter.

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NEW PIPE FOR SMOKERS. 


A lu m in iu m T u b in g V tillie d to E lim i­ 
n a te th e “ B o rn .” 
Smokers, especially those who use 
the pipe, will be interested in a new 
invention by Frederick W. Flint, night 
editor of the Chicago Reeord-Herald. 
It is a pipe of novel design that prom­ 
ises to give smokers the unalloyed joys 
of elysium. 
My Lady Nicotine will 
become a more fascinating enchantress 
than ever before, for there will he no 
venom to endanger the health. The new 
pipe eliminates the baneful 
poison 
from the smoke, and the lover of the 
weed will be able to indulge In his 
pleasure w ithout fear of a tobacco 
heart or of a circulation saturated with 
nicotine. 
No longer need the tongue 
be burned, for the new pipe robs the 
weed of its sting long before the whiff­ 
ing stage is reached. 
Experts In the 
pipe business say Mr. Flint lias worked 
out an idea th at may cause a revolu­ 
tion in the trade. 
The secret of the pipe is in its stem, 
which is ingeniously contrived to inter­ 
cept the nicotine and 
increase the 
smoker’s enjoyment as well as to pro­ 
mote his health. The stem consists of 
a series of small aluminium tubes, con­ 
nected at each end with chambers so 
constructed as to form one continuous 
smoke passage from the bowl to the 
mouthpiece. 
In principle the pipe is 
akin to a steam radiator, except th at 
the steam In the radiator w arm s the 
air In the room, while in the pipe the 
air cools the smoke in the tubes. 
It is 
impossible for a person to burn his 
tongue while smoking this pipe. 
Another important feature in this 
connection is the fact th a t while the 
smoke is being cooled all the moisture 
in the smoke is condensed and deposit­ 
ed on the surface of the tubes. This 
settles iu the large chambers a t the 
lower end of the stem. 
When these 
chambers are nearly full, the smoke In 
passing from one tul4e to another caus­ 
es the nicotine to make a bubbling 
sound, warning the smoker that it is 
time to remove the tu b e .section from 
the lower plug and shake out the nico­ 
tine. This having been done and the 
plug replaced, smoking can be resumed 
without fear of getting a flow of nico­ 
tine into the mouth, an unpleasant ex­ 
perience common in using the ordinary 
pipe. 
All pipes where the smoke, does not 
pass through w ater in time become 
foul. To thoroughly cleanse this pipe 
it is only necessary to have a bowl of 
hot water (or a cup of alcohol if pre­ 
ferred), remove the mouthpiece and a t­ 
tach in its stead the pump which ac­ 
companies the pipe. A few strokes of 
the pump are sufficient to wash out the 
stem in a satisfactory manner, leaving 
it practically as clean and fresh as 
when it was new.

Railway Experts Here Defend 
American Machines. 


NOT INFERIOR TO ENGLISH MAKE. 


SMALL F, PLEASE, SAYS WU 


T h e C h lu eae M in iste r T e lls t m H ow 
to § p e ll H is Name. 
“Please use a small T In spelling my 
name.” 
This is In effect the appeal which 
Minister Wu, the duly accredited rep­ 
resentative of his Imperial Chinese maj­ 
esty in this country, bas sent broad­ 
cast to every printer in the United 
States, says the Philadelphia Press. 
Heretofore they have been spelling his 
last name with a capital “ F,” but it 
was not until a few days ago, when he 
sent a courteous note to the agents of 
the Southern Industrial convention in 
Philadelphia requesting that they print 
his name “Wu Ting-fang” and not “Wu 
Ting Fang,” th a t the error was discov­ 
ered. 
Agent Kauffman, to whom the letter 
was sent, at once began an investiga­ 
tion and discovered that the change 
from “upper case *F’ ” to “lower case” 
makes all the difference in the world 
to the polished Chinaman. The “fang” 
a t the end of his name Is simply a 
small descriptive part of the title and 
not the full surname, as many wrongly 
suppose. 
Besides, the change in the 
type means considerable from a Chi­ 
nese diplomatic standpoint.

A. J. Pitkin of the Schenectady Loco­ 
motive works, one of the first authori­ 
ties on locomotive building in the Unit­ 
ed States, when questioned the other 
day as to the statements of Sir Ernest 
Paget and Mr. Johnson of the Midland 
railway 
against 
American 
engines, 
said: 
“The statements made by these gen­ 
tlemen are undoubtedly true, but they 
are misleading as to the comparative 
merits of the American engine and the 
British locomotive, for the conditions 
of railway operation in England are 
entirely different from those obtaining 
in the United States. In England traiu- 
loads are light and locomotives are not, 
as a rule, worked anywhere near to 
their maximum capacity. 
“As a real test of the value of Amer­ 
ican locomotives as compared with the 
British it is a well known fact that, 
based on tile tons of freight moved per 
mile, the American locomotive in Amer-1 
ican train service will show much less i 
cost than the British locomotive in 
service on the Midland railway in the 
three items mentioned by Mr. Johnson 
—viz, repairs, oil and fuel. On the con- ( 
trary, were British locomotives placed 
on the leading roads in America they 
would prove totally inadequate for the 
service required and too costly in se rv -! 
Ice to compete with American locoino- [ 
tives. 
. 
j 
“In building locomotives for the Mid­ 
land railway the American builders 
were confined to certain limitations as 
to dimensions to meet the requirements 
of the road, consequently the American 
locomotives on the Midland railway 
should not be considered as standards j 
of American practice. 
| 
“As an evidence of the value of the 
American locomotive abroad it can be 
stated th at the Schenectady Locomo­ 
tive works is now at work on the sixth 
consecutive order of 12 locomotives 
each, making 72 in all, for one road in 
Japan, where until within the past 
three or four years British and con­ 
tinental built locomotives have been ! 
used almost exclusively. 
j 
“During the past three years, in fact, 
nearly 75 per cent of all the locomo­ 
tives going to Japan have been built 
by the Schenectady Locomotive works, 


British. 
The English engineers sim­ 
ply won’t be just with nu American 
engine. 
The main differences in tin 
construction of British and American 
engines are well known. 
The Ameri­ 
can engine is tile very simplest that 
can he devised, so as to make repairs 
easy. 
The single bar frame, as the 
foundation of the American engine is 
called, enables the builder to make a 
simple machine. The English engine is 
built with a double bar frame, which 
necessitates the putting of the cylin­ 
ders inside and causes a complex con­ 
struction. Their crank axles have caus­ 
ed a number of bad accidents. 
‘It is asserted that the American 
builders had a ‘free hand’ in the m at­ 
ter of design and pattern in tile case ct 
the Baldwin and Schenectady engines. 
They did not, however. 
The engines 
had to he built so as to lit tile ‘spread’ 
between platforms on tile Midland road, 
aud that was one disadvantage. 
An­ 
other disadvantage was the require­ 
ment as to the height of the locomo­ 
tives. The smokestack on the ordinary 
British locomotive is about 12 inches 
shorter than those of most of the Amer­ 
ican locomotives, and that makes a 
great difference in an engine’s power. 
The dome aqd the cab must also be 
kept down on the English roads. 
"In other words, the engines which 
the Baldwin and Schenectady works 
sent to the Midland railway weren't 
American engines at all. 
They also 
labored under disadvantages when they 
got there. They can’t convince me that 
the American locomotive, given equal 
conditions with the English, isn’t at 
least as good as the English locomo­ 
tive.” 
In discussing the subject Mr. Sin­ 
clair referred to a timely article in ins 
own magazine for tills month, which 
was written by Mr. C. Bous-Marten. 
the English expert. 
Referring to Mr. 
Johnson’s first report, quoted above, 
Mr. Rous-Marten says that from pri- 
vateohservation and questioning among 
the Midland railway engine drivers he 
gathered that the American locomo­ 
tives did as much actual work as a 
British engiue of similar proportions 
would do.

MORGAN’S NEW BANK. 


A n g lo -A m e r ic a n W ith $1,000,000,000 
C a p ita l M ay Be C reated . 
It is reported in London that J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is engaged in arranging 
for tile establishment of a great Anglo- 
American bank, with a capital of $1,- 
000,OOO,POO, according to the New York 
World's correspondent. 
It Is proposed 
to abolish all of the principle financial 
ageucies and banks already engaged in 
Anglo-American business. 
The proposed Institution, it Is said, Is 
intended to be the principal agency for 
the already vast and rapidly "growing 
hanking transactions between Europe 
and America. 
Mr. Morgan Is under­ 
stood to have associated with him in 
the stupendous undertaking not only 
the principal capitalists who aided in 
the organization of the billion dollar 
steel trust, but also the Rothschilds. 
It is said that Mr. Morgan has bhd in 
miud for a considerable period the cre­ 
ation of a single great Institution which 
would dominate not only the banking 
business passing to and fro between 
America and Europe, but would practi­ 
cally dictate the financial operations of 
the world. 


K tn su a V ia d u c t to Be Su rp assed . 
French engineers are about to begin 
the construction of a viaduct which, it 
is claimed, will be thrown higher iuto 
the air than the lofty causeway in the 
Shans or Laos mountains in southeast­ 
ern Asia or than any other building of 
the kind in the world. This will bo 
known as the viaduct of Fades and is 
to be flung over the valley of the Sioule, 
which the Orleans railway line crosses 
between Montlueon, In the Allier. and 
Clermont-Ferrand, In the Puy-de-Dome, 
says the London Telegraph. The con­ 
struction Is to be of steel, and the cost 
is estimated at'£112,000.

It is asserted on the 
authority of C. Rous-Marten, a British 
locomotive expert, th a t the same Su­ 
perintendent Johnson on whose report 
Sir Ernest Paget now condemns the 
American engines said recently: 
“The whole of the 40 engines pur­ 
chased from America—namely, 30 from 
tLe Baldwin Locomotive w’orks at Phil­ 
adelphia aud IO from the Schenectady 
works—are now working on the line, 
and so far they are doing their work in 
a satisfactory manner and taking the 
same loads as the engines built In this 
country. 
They are, however, heavier 
in the consumption of coal and oil than 
our own engines doing the same work.” 
“The American locomotive,” said Mr. 
Sinclair, "is more durable than the 
English machine, and nothing that the 
English can Say will convince me that 
I am w’rong. 
I was born aud brought 
up in Scotland, and I ran on locomo­ 
tives there enough to know all about 
them. 
When I came over to this coun­ 
try, I went on a very small railroad 
Rut west where they only bad one eu- 
giqe. The receiver of the works show­ 
ed me the engine and asked me how 
long I could run It without sending It to 
the repair shops. 
“ ‘FII run it a year,’ I said. 
“He told me to go ahead. 
Well, I 
ran the engine for two years. 
After 
th at the road was absorbed by a larger 
road, and that engine was put on the 
main line and run for IS months more. 
In all that time it went to the repair 
shops only once, and then it was to 
have the tires repaired, and of course 
every locomotive has to go through 
th a t once in awhile.

It is reported in London th a t J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is engaged in arranging 
for the establishm ent of a g rea t Anglo- 
A m erican bank, with a capital of $1,- 
000,000,POO, according to the N ew York 
W orld’s correspondent.

to abolish all of the principle financial* 
agencies and banks already engaged in 
Anglo-American business. 
T he proposed Institution, it is said, is 
intended to be the principal agency for 
the already vast aud rapidly "growing 
banking transactions betw een Europe 
and America. 
Mr. M organ is under­ 
stood to have associated w ith him in 
the stupendous undertaking not only 
the principal capitalists who aided in 
the organization of the billion dollar 
steel trust, but also the Rothschilds.

In 
winter the bare rocks present little that 
is attractive, hue when they are clad in 
the verdure of spring cr sum m er or ex­ 
hibit the varied tints of autum n to the 
ordinary eye the Palisades are a beau­ 
tiful sight. 
It is not denied, at any 
late, that they are a distinctive and 
historic part of the scenery of the H u d ­ 
son and as such alone deserve protec­ 
tion from the quarrym en. 
F rom their 
top may bo obtained c-L n d id views. 
The Palisades are part of a basaltic 
ridge of mountains th at begins in S tat­ 
en Island below the surface and ex­ 
tends far to the north to Rockland 
county, N. Y. 
The average height o; 
the Palisades is 300 feet, but they rise 
in places to about 1,000 feet. 
They are 
hi the form of vertical cliffs that have 
been left in relief by the erosion of the 
coffer material at their bases. 
If the 
Palisades were unmolested by man, 
they would la«t practically forever, for 
the only natural agent cf destruction 
that would have any effect upon them 
is the Hudson. 
The river is cutting 
away the base of the cliffs, but only at 
a very slow rate owing to the protec­ 
tion afforded by the talus, or fragm ents 
of rock lying at their base.

PENNSYLVANIA COUPLE 


The Irondale tin plate mill will be m o v e d to Chester a t an early date. 
This information was given out by William H. Ballfield, district manager of 


the American Tin Plate company, at Irondale Saturday afternoon. 
In an in­ 
terview with a committee* of prom inent citizens, Mr. Banfield saicf: 
“It is 


only a question of time until the Irondale plant will be moved to some other 


town. 
It has not yet been fully determined where it will be taken, but it 


will probably go to Chester, W. Va., if the tin plate company closes the 
deal for the sheet mill in that town. 
“ If the citizens of this town would raise a bonus of $10,000 or $15,000 
would the mill be left here?” asked a member of the committee. 
“No. it would not be left here if they would raise a bonus of $100,000. 
The edict has gone forth th a t the Irondale plant will be dismantled and 
taken elsewhere,” replied Mr. Banfield. 
Mr. Banfield was in this city th*is morning 
and visited the Chester 
plant. He was interviewed by a reporter, but declined to give out any in­ 
formation whatever. J. E. McDonald was also interviewed, but stated that he 
was not in a position to give any information in regard to the Chester 
plant, and had heard nothing officially of the proposition to move the Iron­ 
dale plant to Chester. 
It was learned, however, from another and thoroughly reliable source 
that Mr. Bansfleld had stated to a Chester man interested in the mill, that 
the deal with the sheet steel people had been closed and that consequently 
the Irondale plant would be installed a t Chester. 
Mr. Banfield stated that It 
might not be moved right away, but that the move was sure to come, unless 
some very improbable changes were made in the plans of the tin plate 
people. 
Chester people are much elated over the almost certain assurance that 
the American Tin Plate company will consolidate their plants here, and 
capitalists interested on the Southside are confident that the new town 
has a brilliant future before it. 
The Irondale people were much crestfallen over the statem ent from Mr. 
Banfield that the mill was sure to be moved from that town. He stated 
that he intended to start a large brick works that would employ 200 or 
300 men at Irondale, but the people do not regard this as in any way com­ 
pensating for the loss of the mill. 
The prospects for that town at pres­ 
ent are anything but encouraging and a feeling of gloom pervades all quar­ 
ters.

YEAR IN BUDDHIST TEMPLE 


D r. I .a u fe r to t it* to C h in o to S tu d y 
t h e R e u n i o n an ti ( u t l o u i i . 
The American Museum of Natural 
History is about to send an expedition 
into China to study the life and cus­ 
toms of the Chinese nud to collect 
ethnological specimens, which will be 
exhibited In New York city, The work 
will take at least three years and will 
be most thoroughly done. At the time 
when China was the center of the 
world's interest the museum felt the 
lack of a Chinese exhibit. 
A wealthy 
citizen of New Fork city heard of the 
museum*s needs in this direction and 
bas supplied the fuuds necessary to 
carry on the work. 
His name will not 
be made public at present. The work 
will be along lines similar to that now 
being carried on by the museum in Si­ 
beria, Korea and other countries. 
A feature of the expedition will be a 
careful study of Buddhism, mid to that 
end Dr. B. Laufer of New York city 
will spend a year in a Buddhist tem­ 
ple near Peking. Ile will live with the 
priests and witness as many of their 
religious ceremonies as possible. 
Dr. 
Lanier was a member of the Jesup 
north Pacific expedition sent out by the 
museum and was lu Siberia from 18D8 
until BMX). He said recently to a New 
Y’ork Tribune reporter: 
“I ha?# Just finished working up ma­ 
terial gathered during two years of In­ 
vestigation iu Siberia and will sail 
from San Francisco for China late this 
month. 
I shall spend the first few 
mouths In Shanghai, studying the peo- 
pie of the coast and their customs. 
Then I shall go to Beking to take up 
the study of Buddhism. 
I hope to 
spend a year In a Buddhist temple near 
the capital. 
I expect to live the life 
of th* priests mid learn from them the 
details of their strange religion. After 
that I nm goiug into the interior to col­ 
lect ethnological specimens. 
In view 
of the present unsettled state of the 
country, I cannot say just where my 
work w ill be doue. If Manchuria quiets 
down, It is quite probable that I shall 
go into that region. I do not expect to 
return to the United States for at least 
three years,”

Common salt as a cure for typhoid 
; fever and other acute organic diseases 
was discussed by Dr. W. Byron (’Oak­ 
ley of Chicago in a paper that aroused 
much interest at a recent session in St. 
Paul of the materia medica section of 
the American Medical association. 
Dr. Coakley has evolved a new theo­ 
ry as the result of a series of experi­ 
ments on dogs followed with practical 
applications on human patients, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald. 
Ile de­ 
clares that in acute organic diseases 
the saline injection can be administer­ 
ed locally to the diseased organ with 
marked success. 
Ile has prepared an 
extensive paper on the subject, which 
he will read before the international 
medical congress at Paris. 
In the short time allowed bim tho 
other day Dr. Coakley gave a brief ac­ 
count of some of bis experiments and 
tile conclusions at which he had arriv­ 
ed. 
In a large number of cases lie re­ 
vived dogs when life was just flutter­ 
ing away, injecting a saline solution di­ 
rectly into the blood, 
In one case lie bled the animal until 
heart action had almost ceased, then 
injected a hot saline solution, 
No Im­ 
mediate effect was observed, but at tile 
end of five minutes the heart began to 
beat stronger, and in .30 minutes the 
pulse was HO and respiration 40. The 
dog was entirely recovered in a few 
days. 
In another case, after bleeding 
tile animal till life was almost extinct, 
the saliue solution was injected in 
three places. 15 ounces being turned on 
the brain, 30 in the left jugular and an­ 
other injection in the body. 
The dog 
was then put in an ice bath for three 
minutes, followed by n Lot salt bath. 
Its pulse speedily ran up to 140 under 
the stimulation, then down again to 
HO, but tile animal recovered. 
Further, Dr. Coakley recounted ex­ 
periments on separate organs. Using 
a fine needle, the injection can be made 
without permanent injury except in the 
ease of the heart. Ile declared that. lie 
had made the injection into over IOO 
lungs without injury. Ile found by ac­ 
tual experiments on living animals that 
a saliue injection in the liver rapidly 
increases the secretion of bile and that 
a marked effect on the kidneys is pro­ 
duced by similar treatment. 
In treating organic trouble, he said, 
the greatest possible local action is first 
necessary, followed by the Injection io­ 
ta the genera! circulation. There are 
various reasons advanced why the ti ac­ 
tion should Increase metabolic activity. 
It is cither by virtue of saline solution 
itself, of the heated liquid application 
or the effort of the organ to throw off 
the foreign matter. 
Dr. Coakley did not describe hi* ap­ 
plication of the saline solution to hu­ 
man patients, but declared that he bas 
had uniform success with it and docs 
not hesitate to use it. Ile described one 
I remarkable experiment. 
By repented 
trials he determined that the saliue so­ 
lution will absorb carlionic acid ga*. 
Now, IO per cent of the gas is deadly 
poison. Ile bled a dog one-third, then 
injected carbonic acid gas until the an­ 
imal was in a comatose condition, then 
i revived It with the salt injection. 
Having satisfied himself, he decided 
* to kill the dog and forced the gas into 
i its Jugular with a 33 pound pressure 
until tile animal was stiff and showed 
no signs of life. He then threw it aside, 
but ft few minutes later observed mo­ 
tion. Ile picked it up and found the 
respiration normal, the pulse 80. 
Ile 
sewed the nnlrrthl up, and in an hour it 
was walking about. It died some days 
afterward. 
Dr. Coakley Is adverse to discussing 
the subject at this time, preferring Bot 
to present the full case until be reads 
the entire paper before the internation­ 
al congress. Friends of Dr. Coakley at 
the Virginia.'where he lives, and mem­ 
bers of the* medical profession who 
Ila vc come in contact with him, speak 
of him in the highest terms. Dr. (’Oak­ 
ley studied at the Milwaukee Medical 
college, where he was graduated only a 
few years ago. lie Is a bachelor aud 
still under 30 years of age.

says the Buffalo Courier. 
“My idea,” said Mr. Keefer the other 
night, “Is to build a great gaint wall or 
abutment, with a stone top <>r coping 
that cannot be washed away and I**t 
the water from both sides of the island 
gracefully glide ovfr the dam or stone 
esplanade, thus making one continuous 
stream of pure white water from the 
ju t of one shore to the jut of the oili­ 
er. 
“I conceived Hie idea.” he said, "when 
I was at tile falls the other day. I was 
standing over on the Canadian side 
where the old British museum filed to 
be, and. looking across, the thought 
struck me how much prettier the falls j 
would lie if they were not broken by 
Goat island. 
Then I set to work to j 
think how the improvement could be 
made. When I roached what I believe 
is a feasible plan, I made inquiries 
when the commission would meet and, 
finding it was to convene on the fol­ 
lowing day, staid over and attended its 
meeting at tho Prospect House. 
“The commissioners seemed much 
taken with the idea and wondered why 
no one had ever thought of it before. 
They told me they would have their 
engineer figure on it and make an esti­ 
mate of tile cost aud that they would 
correspond with me regarding the mat­ 
ter later. 
For further consideration of 
Hie matter I was referred to Andrew 
A. Green of New York.” 
Asked how much he estimated the 
cost of the improvement would be, Mr. 
Keefer said: 
“That is im rd to say,* but I am of tho 
opinion it would not run over $50,000 
or $00,000, which would be a small 
price to pay for such an Improvement. 
I shall bring the matter before the gov­ 
ernor of New York and through him 
again to Hie attention of the falls com­ 
missioners. 
“Tile people ought to be interested 
in this improvement, for it will make a 
new falls at Niagara. It will stimulate 
the interest of those who have never 
seen tile falls before, while those who 
have seen them will be anxious to 
come again to see what lins been done 
to preserve and improve one of the 
greatest American wonders.” 
Mr. Keefer already enjoys distinction 
of being the man who raised the first 
American flag in Alaska. 
Ile is also a 
cousin of General George Washington.

the New York Tribune. 
Hitherto Hie 
hydrographic office lias published its 
monthly pilot chart of the north Atlan­ 
tic, presenting graphically the condi­ 
tions and positions of dangerous dere­ 
licts, floating ice and other menaces to 
navigation, and tills chart has been 
supplemented by weekly bulletins Is­ 
sued Wednesdays* giving the latest re­ 
ports from incoming ships for the ben­ 
efit of outward bound vessels about to 
leave ports. 
This information, which 
has proved of great benefit to shipmas­ 
ters sailing on Saturdays, bas, howev­ 
er, lost some of its freshness in the 
early part of the week following, par­ 
ticularly for vessels sailing from Phil­ 
adelphia and Baltimore, which have a 
voyage of 30 hours before reaching the 
open sea aud are often exposed to dan­ 
gers which have been reported in the 
meantime near the coast.

to its pottery plant in East Liverpool. 
The building of the addition will mak*1 
the pottery the 
largest of its kind 
in the United States. 
The contract 
for the new building will lie awarded 
during this week and will am ount to 
somewhere near $200,000. 
It is to h<* 
ready for operation by January. 1902 
"The original pottery, containig six 
kilns, was built in UTL About thre* 
years ago the property was bought by 
Pittsburg men, who at once began en­ 
largements. 
An 
additional 
pottery, 
containing eight kilns, was construct­ 
ed in 1898, and a third, containing six 
kilns, was built the 
year following. 
The third structure to he erected by 
the Pittsburg owners will consist of 
12 kilns, and when it is completed the 
total capital invested will amount to 
$600,000. 
The plant now has 650 em­ 
ployes, and this number will he

creased to 1.200 next year.

Demand For It In Russia— Used In 


Poland— Opportunities Open In 


Sweden For Trade. 


Washington, June 17.— A 
compre­ 
hensive resume of the commerce of 
the I ' nited States with Russia and 
with Sweden during last year is con­ 
tained in the latest extract from the 
work entitled the “ Comm ercial Rela­ 
tions of the United States for 1900,“ 
to he made public by Mr. Frederick 
Em ory, chief of the bureau of foreign 
commerce of the state department. 
Mr. Em ory bas adopted the plan of 
making public the valuable informa­ 
tion to be contained in the volume in 
short chapters, which ate given to 
the press at intervals. 
Consul Heenan. of Odessa, says that 
an interesting feature of the trade 
with Russia in 1900 was the demand 
for American agricultural machinery, 
such as harvesters, binders, reapers, 
mowers, horse rakes, etc., in sections 
of the country where those machines 
had previously been but little used. 
This was notably the case in Poland. 
The reason given was the scarcity of 
labor, owing to the heavy emigration 
from that district during late years. 
The 
introduction 
of 
horse-power 
thrashers by an enterprising Ameri­ 
can probably is the advance guard of 
an enormous trade 
in 
these 
ma­ 
chines. 
Consul General W inslow , of Stock­ 
holm. urges Am erican exporters not 
to ovetlook the opportunities far trade 
in Sweden. 
The Swedes, he says, are 
the Yankees of Europe, and if their 
commercial friendship 
is 
cultivated 
our merchants will find there is a 
growing market for their supplies.

“ D uring the past three years, in fact, 
nearly 7.'* per cent of all th e locomo­ 
tives going to Ja p an have been built 
by tile Schenectady Locomotive works, 
w hich is conclusive evidence of the su ­ 
periority of the A m erican design and 
build. W e are receiving very favorable 
reports of th e operation of our engines 
In Ja p an . 
They are used on all the 
prom inent roads In Ja p an , including 
th e Imperial governm ent road. 
W hen 
th e em peror took a trip over th e length 
of the road, of the seven locomotives 
selected five w ere of Schenectady Lo­ 
com otive w orks build, which is pretty 
good evidence th a t they have confi­ 
dence in Am erican built locomotives.”

The M idland railw ay got th e A m er­ 
ican engines a t a tim e w hen an en­ 
gineering strike w as affecting the road, 
and, as th e com pany had to get loco­ 
motives. it sent to this country for 
them . 
T hirty w ere built by the Bald 
win com pany and ten by th e Schenec­ 
tad y works. They w ere delivered w ith­ 
in a very few’ m onths afte r th e placing 
of tile order, and each cost th e British 
com pany som ething like $400 less than 
their own engines. It is asserted on tilt* 
auth o rity of C. Ilous-M arten. a British 
locomotive expert, th a t th e sam e Su­ 
perintendent Johnson on w hose report 
Sir E rnest P ag et now condem ns the 
American engines said recently: 
“T h e whole of th e 40 engines pur­ 
chased from A m erica—namely, 30 from 
the Baldw in Locom otive w orks a t Phil­ 
adelphia aud IO from th e Schenectady 
w orks—are now working on the line, 
and so fur they are doing their work In 
a satisfactory m anner aud taking the 
sam e loads as the engines built In this 
! country. 
T hey are. however, heavier 
in th e consum ption of coal and oil than 
our own engines doing th e sam e w ork.” 
“Tile American locomotive,” said Mr. 
Siuelair, “ Is more durable th an the 
English machine, and nothing th a t the 
English can Say will convince me th a t 
I am wrong. 
I w as born aud brought 
up In Scotland, and I ran on locomo­ 
tives there enough to know oil about 
them. 
W hen I cam e over to this coun­ 
try, I w ent on a very sm all railroad 
tu t w est w here they only had one eu- 
giqe.

Ii new spaper ink the u n io n s Bali 
Mules of the Hudson river are to be 
preserved. 
For many years the threat­ 
ened destruction of these magnificent 
heights that run for 20 miles along the 
west hank of the H udson has been a 
national disgrace. 
Stone contractors 
have long been using the Palisades as a 
quarry and have Irrevocably ruined 
nome of the most picturesque bits. 
At 
last tile vandalism is to cease, for the 
legislatures of N ew Jersey and N< w 
York have appropriated money for tho 
purchase of the Palisades. They arc to 
be formed into tai interstate park. 
W i t h the a p p r o p r i a t i o n o f the N ew 
York legislature, am ounting to $400,- 
000, added to that of N ew Jersey. $30,- 
000. tile Interstate com m ission Is pre­ 
paring to purchase the property for 
park purposes. 
T itle to som e o , the 
lands has already been taken, anil the 
rem ainder w ill soon follow . 
A s there 
are more than 300 separate parcels to 
be bought and the sam e num ber of ti­ 
tles to be exam ined it w ill be som e tim e 
before the land com prised in the park 
is fully ow ned by the states. 
But they 
w ill all be taken over before Dec. I of 
th is year. 
Som e o f the land is to be 
given to the com m ission free by the 
property ow ners, but most o f it is to be 
b o u g h t

P alisades w ere unm olested by m an, 
they would la*t practically forever, for 
the only natural agent c f destruction 
that w ould have any effect upon them 
is the H udson.
